Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: ---

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Government of National Capital 
Territory of Delhi Act, 1991 , 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazettt, appoint: 

Provided that different dates may be appointed for different provisions 
of this Act and any reference in any such provision to the commencement 
of this Act shall be construed as a reference to the coming into force of 
that provision .

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " article" means an article of the Constitution ; 

(6 ) " assembly constituency " means a constituency provided 
under this Act for the purpose of elections to the Legislative 
Assembly ; 

(c ) " Capital” means the National Capital Territory of Delhi; 

(d ) “ Election Commission " means the Election Commission 
referred to in article 324 ; 

(e ) " Legislative Assembly " means the Legislative Assembly of 
the National Capital Territory of Delhi; 

( ) " Scheduled Castes ” , in relation to the Capital, means ruch 
castes , races or tribes or parts of or groups within such castes , races 
or tribes as are deemed under article 341 to be Scheduled Caster in 
relation to the Capital .

3. ( 1) The total number of seats in the Legislative Assembly to be 
filled by persons chosen by direct election from territorial constituencles 
shall be seventy . 

(2 ) For the purpose of elections to the Legislative Assembly , the 
Capital shall be divided into single -member assembly constituencies in 
accordance with the provisions of Part II do such manner that the popu 
lation of each of the constituencies shall , 80 far as practicable , be the 
same throughout the Capital. 

(3 ) Seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Castes in the Legtala 
tive Assembly , and the number of seats so reserved shall bear, as nearly 
Ay may be , the same proportion to the total number of seats in the As 
sembly as the population of the Scheduled Castes in the Capital beans 
to the total population of the Capital and the provisions of artiele 334 
shall apply to such reservation . 

Explanation . In this section , the expression “ population " means 
the population as ascertained in the last preceding census of which the 
relevant figures have been published : 

Provided that where such figures have not been published , then for 
the purposes of elections for the constitution of the first Legislative 
Assembly under this Act, the provisional figures of the population of 
the Capital as published in relation to the 1991 census shall be deemed 
to be the population of the Capital.
